in all of 
the 
m ining 
regions in Mexico. 
T h e action of the poison is fam iliar 
to m an y of the M exicans who have 
worked in the milling sections, a lid it 
is known th at it not only kills by be­ 
ing taken Into the stom ach, but also 
by com ing iii contact wit Ii open sores 
or wounds. 
Nothing would be 
easier 
th an to 
poison the w ater holes, aH well as 
even 
poisoning 
the sm aller 
w a te r­ 
courses, 
for 
the 
cyanide 
dissolves 
readily in w ater, and even u dilute 
solution of it is deadly. 
People who could use such weapons 
ag ain st an enem y are devoid of any 
sen se of hum anity. 
For cen tu rie s the 
use of poison ag ain st an enem y In 
w ar has been prohibited by th** laws 
of all civilized nations. 
It is true th at; 
th e re are reported instances Ff such i 
a cts even as late a 
the Franco P ru s­ 
sian w ar in IST'), but since that tim e J 
th ere js no record of such acts save: 
by the Filipinos, who cannot be eon- j 
sldered as coming within the pale of 
civilization. 
During the past 
five years 
th ere 
have been m any indications of a re 
lapse into barbarism on the part of 
th e Mexican belligerents, and 
m any 
acts h ave been com m itted which are 
condem ned 
by all rules of 
civilized 
w arfare, 
But t Iiis latest attem p t to 
use poison instead 
of 
the a rm s of 
m odern w arfare show s that nothing 
is too vile for a certain class of the 
Mexican bandits to use against their 
enem ies.

on. 
Professional criminals know the 
value of we aring out the state's wit­ 
nesses by obtaining as m an y delays 
as possible." 
This is hut 
a no th er testimony to 
the effect that we need a revision of 
our rules of procedure; Jess permit 
si hie delays, less permissible appeals 
en 
technicalities, less 
continuations 
for reason 
he t know n to the a tt o r ­ 
neys for tile defense, 
A- m atters now stand, a technical 
reason ran he given and a delay be 
secured in the trial of a man charged 
with crime so easily as to excite the 
wonder of Hie uninitiated. 
The rule? of procedure seem to the 
judge and the att orn eys tile most im ­ 
portant part of the whole affair. 
It is 
not so important, apparently, to see 
that the law is vindicated re; it. i
